Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

My  report  on  the  public  health  aspects  of  the  Rural  District  for  the  year  19^5 
is  presented.  The  delay  in  its  presentation  is  regretted  but  it  is  hoped  that  the 
special  study  included  is  in  some  way  compensatoiy. 

The  population  showed  an  increase  of  6^  over  the  previous  year  and  continued 
the  annual  gain  in  percentage  increase  which  has  continued  since  I96I.  Village 
growth  was  most  marked  in  Sturry  and  Bridge. 

The  birth  rate  for  the  whole  Rural  District  was  hi^er  than  in  recent  years 
but  so  also  was  the  death  rate  although  the  latter  was  below  that  for  the  whole 
East  Kent  United  District. 

The  W9rking  conditions  in  the  Public  Health  Department  have  been  greatly 
improved  by  the  rebuilding  and  replanning  following  the  fire.  It  says  a great 
deal  for  the  conscientious  enthusiasm  of  Mr,  Brewster  and  his  staff  that  work  on 
housing  improvemont,  routine  public  health  supervision  and  the  allied  activities 
continued  unabated  during  the  years  in  the  wilderness,  if  that  is  how  a comer  of 
the  Council  Chamber  may  be  described.  I am  indebted  to  the  Senior  Public  Health 
Inspector  and  to  your  Clerk  and  the  other  Chief  Officers  for  the  help  and 
co-operation  received  and  to  the  Council  for  your  sympathetic  hearing  of  my  advice.

General's  population  adjustment  factor  to  8.36.  The  comparable  f.iguxe  for 
England  eind  Wales  was  11,5  and  for  the  East  Kent  United  District  vi/u-s  14*  5-  Dea'd 
totalled  319;  males  175 5 females  144* 

Deaths  in  the  age  group  over  1 year  and  under  65  totalled  88,  55  males  and 
35  females,  amounting  to  28fo  of  all  deaths.

Births  in  the  Rural  District  1960-6^ 


Over  the  period  of  6 years  the  population  of  the  S.^iral  District 
increased  from  19,290  to  23^270,  an  increase  of  20.6^  and  the  annual 
total  of  births  rose  from  279  to  4^1,  a riso  of  65^.  As  it  is  of 
interest  to  loiow  where  the  grov/th  is  taking  place  and  if  possible  to 
identify  the  nature  of  the  nev/  population,  -whether  in  the  x’eproductive 
years  or  in  the  elderly  section  of  the  population  through  retirement, 
some  attempt  has  been  made  to  analyse  the  growth.  This  has  been  done  by 
relating  the  births  to  the  rateable  dwellings. 

As  the  size  of  each  parish  varies  greatly  and  as  smo,ll  numbers 
could  give  misleading  variations,  the  parishes  have  been  grouped  into 
neighbourhoods  as  one  knows  them  locally.  These  are  shown  in  a cartogren 
built  up  on  the  basis  of  areas  proportionate  to  the  rateable  dwellings  in 
1965,  laid  out  roughly  geographically,  and  in  relation  to  lliitstable  and 
Canterbury,  A cartogram  for  populations  in  Local  Authority  areas  in  East 
Kent  is  included  for  interest  and  comparison. 

The  information  from  v/hich  uhe  tables  are  built  up  was  gathered 
from  the  birth  registrations  in  Bridgo-Blean,  V/hitstable  and  Canterbury. 
Some  births  registered  elsewhere  could  not  be  allocated  to  parishes  as 
the  information  was  not  available,  and  the  difference  betrween  the  corrected 
total  of  registered  births  and  the  total  of  births  used  in  parish 
distribution  is  shovn  in  Table  L.

It  may  appear'  odd  to  include  Thrningtonin  group  L and  not  group  A, 
but  it  v/as  considered  that  the  parish  v/as  more  closely  linked  with  the 
fringe  of  Canterbury  than  wdth  the  village  of  Chartham,  The  results  of 
the  study  are  now  shown  in  tables  covering  the  six  years,  showing  fii’st 
the  Rural  District  situation  in  relation  to  tho  neighbouring  districts  of 
V/hitstable  and  Canterbury,  Tables  A,  B and  C,  and  then  the  situation  in 
Parish  Groups  within  the  Rural  District,  Tables  D and  E.

Discussion 

The  reawon  for  using  Rateable  Dirmllings  as  a factor  is  that  it  is  an 
accurate  locally  determined  figure.  Population  between  census  taking 
cannot  be  accurately  assessed  on  a parish  basis,  A low  rate  for  births 
per  300  rateable  values  would  suggest  that  the  IocclI  population  is  low  in 
families  in  the  reproductive  years,  high  in  Social  Groups  I to  III,  or 
includes  a higher  proportion  of  retired  persons  in  new  dwellings,  A high 
rate  per  300  ratea,ble  dwellings  could  mean  either  a younger  population  with 
more  couples  in  the  reproductive  years,  a high  proportion  of  crowded 
dwellings  or  a higher  proportion  of  the  population  in  the  social  groups 
IV  and  V which  show  the  highest  birth  rate. 

The  Rural  District  as  a whole  has  shorn  a steady  rising  birth  rate 
over  the  six  years  calculated  both  as  a rats  per  1,000  population  and  as 
a rate  per  300  rateable  dwellings.  The  Parish  Groupings  show  that  over 
the  six  years  two  arsons  show  a higher  rate  than  elsewhere,  namely  C'nartham 
on  the  west  and  Sturry  to  Upstreet  on  the  north-ea.3t*  There  may  be  an 
artefact  through  faulty  allocation  of  births  in  the  outstandingly  high 
rates  found  for  Hersden,  Upstreet,  Chislet  and  Hoath,  but  tempering  this 
by  combining  with  Sturry,  Pordv.mch  and  Westbere  it  still  stands  on  the 
same  high  level  as  Chartham,  vdth  a population  explosion  in  I965 

The  growth  of  Group  L is  similar  to  that  of  Gx-oup  A but  the  birth 
rate  is  much  higher  in  the  latter.  Similarly  the  growth  of  Group  I is 
similar  to  that  of  Group  E but  again  the  birth  rate  of  the  latter  hs.s 
risen  much  more  in  response.  Group  F/G  has  gn-^wn  least  of  all,  a mere  3%, 
but  has  shov/n  a steady  rise  in  birth  rate  and  it  x/as  for  this  I'eason 
that  one  suspected  that  part  of  this  increase  iras  perhaps  wrongly  allocated. 

This  higher  birth  rate  in  the  Chartham  and  Sturxy  to  Upstreet  areas 
is  a factor  to  be  taken  into  consideration  in  futxire  planning  by  authorities 
concerned  with  health  and  education,  while  the  lo'wer  rates  in  other 
parishes  indicate  that  future  needs  may  be  greater  in  the  field  of  welfare 
of  the  elderly  in  these  areas. 

Observation  of  the  incidence  of  infectious  disease  in  future  years, 
in  these  Parish  groupings,  may  show  significant  reflections  of  the  nature 
of  the  population  as  shovm  by  the  birth  rates. 

Looking  a-gain  at  Groups  A and  F/G,  there  appear  to  be  differences 
in  the  social  and  industrial  character  cf  the  district.  Group  A ha.s  a 
large  Mental  Hospital,  a Paper  Mill  and  gravel  workings.  This  gives  a 
greater  preponderance  of  age  groups  in  the  w^orking  years,  and  in  the 
reproductive  years. 


Group  P/G  on  the  other  hand  is  made  up  in  the  main  of  a closely 
knit  miniiaa:  community.  Group  E is  a rapidly  expanding  village 
community,  until  I964  growing  hy  Council  house  development,  hut  now 
bulging  in  the  middle  by  in- filling  v/ith  private  dwellings.  It  is  the 
rapid  growth  of  private  housing  adding  to  tho.t  of  Council  housing  that 
has  raised  the  local  birth  rate  in  I964/65.  This  did  not  happen  in 
Group  I v^here  recent  expansion  has  also  been  marked  by  private  develop- 
ment. Y/ithout  a comparison  of  the  rateable  values  of  new  houses  in 
Group  E and  Group  I,  which  was  not  attempted,  it  is  not  possible  to 
prove  a difference  in  social  development  of  the  villages,  but  the 
difference  in  birth  rates  suggests  that  Group  I attracts  the  oldea?  age 
groups  or  a different  Registrar  General  Social  Grouping,  e.g.  I --  III 
?ri.th  a lower  birth  rate. 

The  opportunity  v;as  taken  to  observe  changes  in  the  pattern  of 
home  confinement.  The  provision  since  I964  oT  more  maternity  beds  in 
the  local  hospital  is  reflected  in  the  decline  in  the  percentage  of 
home  confinements  (see  Table  B)  which  has  occurred  since  I964.  Group  H 
amongst  the  parishes  has  always  had  the  lovTest  rate  for  home  confinement. 
(Table  S).  Groups  E/G  and  J/K  have  shown  the  highest  rates.  If  the 
latter  is  purely  the  result  of  a rural  locality  one  v/ould  have  expected 
similar  findings  in  Group  B/c/D.  On  the  contrary  the  latter  is  more 
akin  to  Groups  H and  I.  No  attempt  is  made  to  explain  the  differences. 
They  do  not  correspond  entirely  with  the  grouping  of  general  prc-ctice 
areas,  nor  vdth  midY/ife  districts. 

The  purpose  in  this  study,  in  the  beginning,  was  to  provide  the 
Divisional  Education  Officer  'wi'th  local  information  to  assist  forijard 
planning.  It  has  suggested  the  usefulness  of  the  number  of  rateable 
dwellings  as  a figTire  a^inst  which  to  set  epidemiological  or  social 
information,  on  a neighbourhood  basis.  For  epidemiological  purposes 
the  figure  represents  households.  Laid  out  cartographically  as  in  the 
diagram  it  could  serve  a useful  purpose  in  spotting  the  incidence  cf 
notifiable  disease  and  in  assessing  concentration  of  infection,

Infectious  Disease 


The  year  I965  ran  true  to  form  after  the  high  measles  incidence  of  ^^G3  aiad 
the  reduced  incidence  in  19^4  and  produced  a lively  epidemic  in  the  infant  school 
age  groups  in  the  first  quarter  of  the  year  with  a total  of  316  cases  out  of  the 
407  notifications 

An  absence  of  Whooping  Cough  after  a relatively  high  notifications  rate  for 
1964  was  surprising. 

Only  one  case  of  Sonne  Dysenteiy  was  notified  and  that  in  an  adult

Immunisation  and  Vaccination 

These  figures  were  provided  by  the  County  Medical  Officer. 

Smallpox  Vaccination 

Prim.ary  Vaccinations  at  1 year  - 309  Revaccinations  5*"8  years  - 3 

The  figure  for  Primary  vaccinations  represents  75?^  of  the  babies  bom  in  1954 
and  is  a satisfactory  improvement  in  the  level  of  protection. 

Polionyelitis  Vaccination 

Those  aged  3 years  and  under  who  v/ere  given  protection  by  Oral  Polio  Vaccine 
numbered  4O9  with  44  others  under  age  I6  years  so  vaccinated.  Further  reinforcement 
of  vaccination  was  carried  out  in  301  others.  This  indicates  that  a high  percentage 
of  pre  school  children  are  protected  and  that  the  routine  of  reinforcement  is 
maintaining  the  level. 

Diphtheria  Immunisation 

The  immunisation  carried  out  on  babies  under  2 represented  approximately  of 
the  number  bom  in  the  year  and  thus  maintained  the  level  of  protection  in  the  child 
population.  The  reinforcing  protection  given  to  school  entrants  boosted  the  equivalent 
of  over8G^  of  the  entrants,  thus  maintaining  the  protection  level  into  the  school 
years.  TiiOse  receiving  primary  diphtheria  protection  also  received 
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Diphtheria  Iimmmisation  (Continued) 

protection  against  tetanus  and  9S^  received  protection  against  whooping  cough 
also.

This  indicates  very  encouraging  progress  in  the  protection  of  the  child 
community  in  the  Rural  District,  and  shows  a greater  acceptance  rate  than  in 
recent  years. 

Food  Poisoning 


The  total  for  the  year  was  only  one  notified  case  in  a household  outbreak 
and  two  sporadic  cases  of  salmonellosis.  The  incidents  are  however  of  interest  in 
denoting  the  extent  to  which  salmonella  infection  m.ay  be  occuring  without  cases 
coming  to  notice. 

Notice  was  received  from  Southampton  that  a 13  year  old  boy  had  been  admiitted 
to  hospital  on  arrival  off  a large  Cunard  line  ship,  having  travelled  from  U.S.A, 
with  his  parents 

His  parents  were  bound  for  a village  in  this  district  and  the  boy,  still  ill 
with  acute  diarrhoea  v^ras  transfersd  to  Haine  Isolation  Hospital,  Ramsgate.  He 
was  suffering  from  Salmonella  Heidelberg  infection.  He  was  finally  discharged 
home  to  this  district  still  excreting  the  organism  in  his  stools. 

Investigation  of  the  family  as  contacts  on  arrival  in  the  Rural  District 
disclosed  that  while  father  and  mother  were  well  and  gave  negative  stools,  the 
8 year  old  sister  was.  a symptomless  excreter  of  salmonellae,  but  of  a different 
type.  Salmonella  Typhi-j’'iurium. 

Prior  to  crossing  the  Atlantic  the  fam.ily  had  crossed  H.  S.A.  by  road,  eating 
at  road  houses.  The  parents  stated  that  passengers  on  boa-rd  ship  had  suffered 
much  'sickness  and  diarrhoea,  a situation  that  cannot  always  be  differentiated  on 
a short  voyage  VTith  sea  sickness.  It  is  surmised  that  the  boy  collected  his  more 
unusual  salmonella  at  a road  house  and  his  sister  collected  her  most  common 
variety  on  board  ship. 

The  second  recognised  incident  in  the  District  Y/hich  Y/as  investigated  was 
attributed  to  food  poisoning  by  inference.  A Canterbury  doctor  phoned  in  Decemiber 
to  notify  a case  of  paratyphoid  in  a woman  of  34  j'^ears,  The  diagnosis  was  corrected 
by  enquiry  to  Salmonella  lyphi-Murium  infection.  The  case  was  mother  of  3 young 
children  ages  1-4'i-  years,  iThose  husband  worked  in  a general  hospital  x-ray 
department.  The  family  gave  a history  of  six  weeks  intermittent  illness  varying 
between  diarrhoea,  bellyache  and  sore  throat,  except  for  the  father  who  had  been 
v/ell  throughout.  A mildly  loose  stool  submitted  to  the  laboratory  from  the  mother 
shov/ed  the  presence  of  Salmonella  lyphi-Murium. 
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Food  Poisoning  (Continued) 


The  following  day  a,  3 year  old  girl  from  the  next  house  was  adrritted  to 
the  general  hospital  with  acute  febrile  diarrhoea.  No  salmonellae  were ' isolated 
and  recovery  was  rapid.  This  case  was  under  a different  fajrdly  doctor. 

Gossip  had  it  that  there  was  a lot  of  diarrhoea  in  the  village.  The  PriLiai;;.'' 
School  Head  teacher  gave  us  no  confirmation  of  this  and  the  attendance  register 
was  better  than  nonnal,  with  veiy  few  absent  because  of  'tumiry'  troubles.  In 
passing,  as  a result  of  the  visit  the  attention  of  the  Education  Officer  v/as 
called  to  defects  in  the  hand  washing  arrangements. 

Stool  specimen  examination  of  all  contacts  in  the  two  neighbouring  households 
were  negative  throughout.  The  nearby  chronic  sick  hospital  gave  a history?-  of  boi’ts 
of  diarrhoea  and  vomitting  two  months  earlier,  with  one  elderly  patient  dying  from 
severe  choleric  diarrhoea  diagnosed  on  post  mortem  as  acute  diverticulitis.  Two 
stools  taken  before  death  had  been  negative  to  pathogens.  In  view  of  the  history’' 
stool  specim.ens  were  obtained  from,  the  hospital  kitchen  staff  and  all  proved 
negative. 

The  food  shops  in  the  village  were  visited  and  hygiene  checked.  In  one  shop 
a member  of  staff  involved  in  cutting  and  selling  cold  meat  gave  a history  of 
diarrhoea  but  was  nega,tive  on  test. 

Investigation  included  a check  on  local  manufacture  of  sausages  and  other 
meat  products  and  delivery  arrangements  for  such  goods  from  elsev;here.  The  source 
of  supply  of  sausages  and  meat  pies  can  be  some  distance  from  selling  point.  The 
overnight  insulated  van  system  on  the  face  of  it  is  good.  In  the  case  of  this 
village  supplies  originated  in  a production  centre  many  miles  away,  travelled  to 
Canterbury  in  a 'dry  ice'  cooled  insulated  van,  which  stood  in  Canterbur^r  ovemiglit 
and  distributed  next  day  throughout  East  Kent,  The  products  were  undated,  and  only 
the  van  driver  knev;  the  code  numbering.  He  was  responsible  for  checking  and 
recalling  'out  dated'  stock.  This  dependence  on  the  van  driver  was  condemned  and 
the  managemient  requested  to  take  personal  responsibility  for  the  age  of  sausages 
and  pies  on  sale. 

While  the  investigation  was  unproductive  of  proof  of  source  and  we  were  unable 
to  connect  separate  clues  , the  village  troubles  settled  quickly.  With  so  m.anj^ 
stool  specimiens  taken  in  the  investiga.tion  proving  negative  one  is  led  to  the  view 
that  the  one  positive  stool  from,  the  mother  aged  34  '^'''a-s  a salmonella  T'j'phi-Huriun 
infection  superimposed  on  our  local  Autumn  and  Spring  plague  of  Winter  vomittjng 
disease,  an  illness  now  under  investigation  elsewhere  by  a special  study  group  of 
the  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service. 

Problems  of  the  Elderly 

(a)  ?i/here  an  elderly  person  resists  help  a,nd  prefers  independence  in 
circumstances  of  such  a low  standard  of  amenities  that  our  'standards  and  those  of 
the  neigH’bourhood  maj'-  be  offended,  a careful  judgement  of  the  happiness  and  welfare 
of  that  elderly  person  has  to  be  made.  Deafness,  which  in  itself  is  isolating,  may 
be  a dominant  factor  in  the  case.  If  the  circi^mistances  cause  sanitary  risk  to 
others  somie  interference  with  the  old  persons  freedom  is  justified.  If  the  stress 
is  on  our  conscience,  then  it  calls  for  more  determdned  efforts  to  make  contact 
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Problems  of  the  Elderly  (Continued) 


and  not  for  seem.ly  legal  interference. 

The  case  of  an  elderly  deaf  isolated  wido?/  aged  91  who  over  two  years  or  more 
had  pricked  the  conscience  of  her  village,  who  staunchly  resisted  all  efforts  to 
ease  her  stoic  existence  and  caused  much  inconvenience  hut  no  sanitaiy  risk, 
ended  with  her  admission  to  hospital  and  death  following  a fall.  She  was  found 
hy  the  neighbours  who  had  maintained  close  observation  despite  resistance. 

(b)  A 75  year  old  simple  minded  mother  and  her  40  year  old  mentally  sub- 
normal son,  both  living  on  National  Assistance  allowances,  were  removed  to 
hospital  for  care  by  process  of  the  Fental  Hea.lth  Act  on  indicating  the  need  to 
the  family  doctor,,  the  Psychiatric  Consultant  and  the  District  Officer  of  the 
County  Welfare  Department.  Degeneration  in  the  mental  and  physical  state  of  the 
mother  was  the  main  factor  involved.  Alcohol  had  hastened  it. 

The  household  conditions  were  extremely  dirty,  poorly  heated,  sparsely 
furnished.  Local  shopkeepers  had  been  helping  and  guiding  the  son  on  his  purchases 
to  ensure  proper  nutrition.  The  pair  had  reached  the  stage  of  going  to  bed  by  day 
to  keep  warm,  and  on  the  last  visit  in  December  I found  them  both  in  single  beds 
in  the  upper  room  at  5 p.nu,  the  room  lit  and  warmed  by  candles.  Section  47  of  the 
National  Assistance  Act  was  not  appropriate  to  such  a situation. 

(c)  The  Womens  Volimtary  Service  made  further  progress  in.  the  development 

of  the  Meals  on  Wheels  Service,  supported  by  grant  from  the  Rural  District  Council 

(d)  The  second  unit  of  Assisted  Accommodation,  Churchill  House,.  Bridge  rias 
officially  opened  early  in  the  year.  It  provides  22  self  contained  dwellings  for 
elderly  persons,  with  resident  warden  and  communal  sitting  room.  The  target  is 

four  such  units  throughout  the  Rural  District  and  the  third  unit  is  planned  for  the 
Blean  area. 

Sewage  Disposal 

By  the  end  of  the  year  the  policy  for  the  Nailboume  Schem.e  of  sevrerage  and 
sewage  disposal  was  well  under  way  with  a policy  as  to  the  location  of  the  disposal 
works  found  agreeable  to  the  residents  of  Icldiem 

It  is  paradoxical  that  the  village  opposition  to  our  original  ideas  on  the  location 
of  the  sewage  works  should  now  be  faced  with  schemes  for  gravel-getting  on  the 
levels  to  the  North  and  East,  and  are  regrouping  to  oppose  another  rape  of  our 
ancient  estuary  town. 

Noise 

Complaints  about  the  stone  and  gravel  crushing  plant  at  Sturry  causing 
nuisance  from  noise  were  investigated.  Noise  is  undoubtedly  produced  during 
normal  working  hours  and  unfortunately  house  building  on  the  village  side  of  the 
railway  has  extended  up  to  the  boundary  of  railway  land.  Vdaat  was  an  isolated 
rural  situation  on  the  edge  of  the  lakes  created  by  the  gravel-getting,  is:  now 
near  nei^bour  to  the  village  across  the  railway  line.  It  is  clear  however,  that 
the  plant  is  not  abusing  industrial  procednre  and  that  action  under  Noise

Abatement  legislation  could  not  be  Justified. 

Complaint  of  noise  and  dust  arising  from  a broiler  house  establishment  on 
the  outskirts  of  a village' ?^as  investigated.  Objections  focusdd  on  the  noise 
of  an  extractor  fan  and  mechanical  feeder  and  alleging  smell  from,  pr-^ducts 
used  was  thought  to  be  an  expression  of  disapproval  for  the  presence  of  factory 
farm.ing  in  a locality  of  high  property  value  and  rural  isolation.  No  public 
health  nuisance  was  found.

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  mj  Annual  Report  for  the  jear  1965 
written  from  new  and  what  I hope  will  be  permanent  headquarters  for  the 
Department  for  m.any  years.  It  was  over  tvra  years  ago  that  fire  severely 
damaged  our  old  accommodation  forcing  us  to  move  records  and  equiTment  to 
our  depot  at  Bridge  for  a few  days  before  temporary  accommodation  was 
found  at  No.  43  Dover  Road.  A further  move  found  us  er.campsi  at 

one  end  of  the  Council  Chamber  for  most  of  the  two  year  upheava/io  It  is 
of  course  impossible  to  measure  the  loss  of  efficiency  and  reduced  out'- 
put  when  working  in  a confined  space,  sharing  one  telephone  and  fighting 
against  the  departmental  background  noise  on  dictation  of  reports  or 
correspondence , to  say  nothing  of  inferior  lighting  and  heating  at  -variouG 
times.  I would  lUre  to  place  on  record  my  thanlcs  to  my  staff  for  battling 
on  and  nearly  always  managing  to  look  on  the  bright  side  throughout  this 
difficult  period. 

The  year  under  review  has  seen  this  Authority  embark  on  paper 
sack  refuse  collection,  bonus  payments  to  the  scavenging  staff  and  the 
designation  of  the  first  improvement  area.  Much  hard  work  awaits  us  in 
1966. 

I would  like  to  take  this  opportmity  of  thanking  the  members  and 
officers  of  this  Council  for  their  interest  and  support  at  al.l  times  c.

Work  in  this  field  has  "been  one  of  steady,  if  not  spectaoula  c, 

progress. 


I 2.’eported  last  year  that  with  the  hack  of  the  1050  Rousing 
Survey :;hroken,  only  mopping  up  operations  were  left 5 together  with  action 
in  connection  with  property  which  had  deteriorated  since  the  sun;ey  was 
made.  Some  20  houses  were  represented  as  unfit  and  the  appropriate 
Orders  made  or  Undertakings  accepted.  In  one  or  txTO  cases  the  teaants 
are  awaiting  rehousing.  In  a,ll  hut  one  case  the  Councils  action  has  not 
been  challenged  as  the  owners  are  only  too  pleased  to  have  a reason  for 
obtaining  vacant  possession.  Prior  to  the  second  world  war  the  situation 
was  exactly  the  opposite  and  each  Representation  meant  many  hours  of 
work  in  preparing  estimates  and  valuations.  It  is  most  unlikely  that 
we  shall  ever  return  to  that  state  of  affairs.  The  one  exception  to  which 
I hai'-e  referred  concerns  a pending  Appeal  against  a.  Closing  Order  on  an 
occupied  property.  The  appeal  which  now  stands  adjourned  has  meant  a 
return  to  the  old  days  in  dravi^ing  up  a detailed  estime.ted  cost  for 
rendering  the  property  fit  and  trying  to  assess  its  value.  At  the  date 
of  this  report  it  seems  that  the  Appeal  v/ill  he  Ydthdrawn.  I fee],  however 
that  this  situation  need  never  tiave  arisen  if  my  suggestion  of  giving  an 
Undertaking,  which  would  have  safe  guarded  the  tenant's  interests,  had 
been  giwen. 

Details  of  the  number  of  houses  demolished,  closed  or  rendered 
fit  are  given  at  the  end  of  this  Report. 

B([PR0\"ERE1TT  AREAS 


In  October  the  first  area  (known  as  Sturry  (Mill  Road  Roc.  I)) 
was  designated,  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  various  notices  will  be  issued 
early  in  1956, 

The  area  covers  19  properties  of  which  7 are  ownexy  occupied  and 
therefore  outside  the  scope  of  this  legislation.  Of  the  remaining  12 
one  in  my  opinion  has  not  got  a life  of  15  years  aT:id  has  also  been 
excluded..  The  eleven  houses  scheduled  for  improvement  all  lack  one  or 
more  of  the  basic  five  amenities  (W,C„,  bath,  wa-shhand  basin,  hot  water 
supply  arid  larder) , 

Having  declared  the  area  it  is  now  necessary  to  draw  up  pla'cs 
and  specifications  as  to  how  the  am.enities  can  be  implemented  together 
with  the  likely  costs  before  the  first  notices  can  be  issued.  It  is 
after  this  stags  tha.t  the  arguments  between  O^/ner  ovd.  Local  Authority 
are  likely  to  arise. 

From  replies  to  questions  in  the  House  and  various  articles 
written  on  the  subject  Local  Authority  action  in  this  field  has  so  far 
been  poor.  This  could  be  due  to  two  things  (a)  the  long  and  cumbersome 
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procedure  at  a time  -when  most  Authorities  are  eixperienoirg  a marpo-ver 
shorta,ge  or  (b)  objection  to  the  use  of  compulsion^  It  would  come  as 
no  surprise  if  further  directi-ves  and  possible  amendments  to  the  Act 
were  not  issued. 

IMPROVia'IElJT  GBi^ITTS 


The  number  of  applications  for  Discretionary  and  Standard  Grants 
continues  to  decline.  The  figure  for  19^5  is  47  compared  with  56  iu  1964® 
I referred  in  my  last  Report  to  the  need  for  increasing  the  maximum  grant 
of  £400,  to  date  no  amendment  has  been  made  or  appears  likely.  It  miist 
be  obvious  to  the  Government  that  with  the  steep  rise  in  building  costs 
the  maximum  figure  included  in  the  Act  some  I6  years  ago  is  and  tia.3  been 
for  some  time,  quite  inadequate.  The  total  cost  of  improvemeiu;  works 
in  ma,n2r  cases  is  so  far  above  the  maximum  grant  that  detailed  examination 
of  estimates  is  no  longer  required.  Another  inoint,  which  is  appreciated 
by  the  District  Auditor,  is  that  building  costs  in  the  south  east  are 
well  above  the  average  for  the  countiy  and  make  nonsense  of  Arohiteots 
pricing  books  unless  one  adds  a very  large  profit  margin. 

Although  building  costs  are  rising  I regret  to  report  thab  in 
the  ma,in  the  standard  of  workmanship  is  falling  and  this  applies  equally 
to  the  larger  firms  as  to  the  jobbing  builder.  I know  from  my  own 
experience  that  unless  a daily  check  is  maintained  small  items  are 
omitted,  defects  covered  over  and  materials  of  a lower  grade  than  shown 
in  the  specification  used,  I have  come  across  ma,n3'  cases  where 
applicants  for  improvement  grants  have  probably  spent  their  life  savings 
on  carrying  out  improvements  to  their  property  to  give  themselves  some 
extra  comfort  for  the  latter  part  of  life  onl^r  to  be  faced  with  uneven 
floor  tiles,  rough  joinery  work,  door  frames  that  are  not  true,  dec- 
orating that  will  require  re-doing  in  less  that  12  months  and  so  on. 

What  else  can  be  e^cpected  when  the  so  called  craftsmen,  v/ho  must  be 
paid  the  Union  rate,  ?rere  a few  months  before  entering  the  building 
trade  working  in  the  pits  or  driving  a bus.  The  remedy  is  far  from 
simple  in  these  days  of  full  employment  and  order  books,  but  the  day 
could  come  when  an  army  of  Building  Inspectors  keeps  a very  close  eye 
on  day  to  day  operations,  with  pov;ers  to  enforce  standards  as  laid  do^/m 
in  any  book  on  building  construction. 

FOOD  A UP  DRUGS 

The  year  under  review  has  seen  a steep  rise  in  the  number  of 
complaints  received  regarding  mouldy  food  or  the  presenco  of  foreigi 
bodies.  Most  of  these  complaints  have  been  reported  to  you  and 
appropriate  action  taken.  Although  an  offence  under  the  Pood  & Drugs 
Act,  I95Q  can  be  proved  in  most  cases  it  is  necessary  to  give  serious 
thought  to  each  individual  complaint  as  the  talcing  of  legal  proceedings 
can  be  very  damaging  to  a firm  and  are  costly  and  time  consuming  to 
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the  officer  of  the  Authority,  There  are  tliree  ry-iestions  I ack  Eyself 
in  regard  to  any  complaint  (a)  v;hat  are  the  standards  of  hygiene  at 
the  premises  involved  (h)  hon  serious  is  the  complaint  (c)  lias  there 
heen  any  carelessness«  During  the  year  prosecutiors  uere  successfully 
taken  in  cases  which  came  within  the  aforementioned  classes  as  follows :~ 

A baker  selling  dirty  bread  from  a dirty  van  with  a history 
of  low  standard  of  hygiene  in  the  bakehouse 
A shopkeeper  for  selling  mouldy  meat  pies  when  the  mould  was 
easily  visible  through  the  transioarent  wrapper 
A multiple  store  for  selling  a cream  cake  which  was  some  three 
weeks  old  - a failure  of  stock  rotation 
A firm  for  selling  to  a school  sausage  meat  containing  a soiled 
finger  dressing 

The  question  of  stock  rotation  is  a very  important  one  especially 
of  perishable  foods  a.nd  a letter  was  sent  out  to  all  food  premises  during 
the  summer  giving  advice  and  suggesting  the  use  of  a date  stamp  or  some 
other  form  of  coding,  as  the  manufacturers  coding  is  usually  a close] y 
guarded  secret.  I wonder,  however,  whether  a great  deal  of  attention 
is  paid  to  the  advice  regularly  given  to  food  handlers,  A case  in  poinb 
which  never  ceases  to  amaze  me  is  why  shopkeepers  purchase  special 
glass  food  display  cabinets  only  to  stock  them  with  cigarettes, 
confectionery  and  other  wrapped  goods  and  then  leave  open  trays  of 
cakes  and  pastries  balanced  on  any  convenient  pile  of  boxes  for  the 
public  to  breathe  over  and  handle  at  Vifill.  One  would  have  difficulty 
in  prosecuting  in  such  cases  and  yet  continual  persuasion  does  not 
seem  to  have  a lasting  effect.

The  Ministry  of  Health  require  information  this  year  on  the 
situation  regarding  facilities  for  washing  hands  as  separate  from  sinks 
used  for  utensils.

Of  the  199  properties  listed  189  are  provided  with  wash- 
hand  basins.  The  premises  marked  \¥ith  an  *,  65  in  rjiLmber;,  are  required 
to  provide  a sink  in  addition  to  a washhand  basin  solely  for  the  preparation 
of  food  and  oleansing  of  utensils,  to  date  only  one  property  fails  to  comply. 

DRAINAGE  A Yl  D SENERAGE 

Comments  under  this  heading  are  practically  a repeat  of  la.st 
year  as  although  much  paper  work  has  been  done  and  many  hours  spent  in 
meetings  and  negotiations  no  new  schemes  started  during  the  year.  One 
can  only  hope  that  a start  will  soon  be  made  on  one  or  t?/o  of  the  minor 
schemes  in  I966  as  the  burden  of  cesspool  emptying  increases  c^^ery  week 
and  man2^  house  improvements  are  being  held  up  as  the  owners  are  naturally 
reluctant  to  spend  two  or  three  hundred  pounds  on  a cesspool  which  cculd 
so  soon  become  redundant. 

As  you  know  from  the  new  Buildirxg  Regulaticns  which  come  into 
force  in  February,  I966  all  new  cesspools  must  be  of  4?000  gallor^s 
capacity,  no  doubt  there  will  be  many  requests  from  people  in  proposed 
main  drainage  areas  for  this  regulation  to  be  relaxed,

Cesspool  Emptying 

Toxmrds  the  end  of  the  year  the  fleet  was  increased  to  6 with 
the  purchase  of  a new  Bedford  1 ,000  gallon  emptier.  The  need  for  this 
vehicle  is  well  known  from  my  reports  on  the  number  of  outstanding 
orders  (rising  at  times  to  I50))  the  vast  amount  of  overtime  working, 
and  the  need  to  engage  a private  contractor,  apart  from  the  fact 
that  approximately  10,500  loads  of  sewage  were  removed  as  compared  with 
9,200  the  previous  year.  The  problem  of  disposal  does  not  get  an}^ 
easier  and  in  view  of  the  long  hauls  from  west  and  south  westerly  parts 
of  our  district  I am  now  making  enquiries  into  the  possibility  of  using 
1,500  gallon  tankers  instead  of  the  800  and  1,000  units  now  in  servicoo 
The  use  of  these  vehicles  might  be  limited  but  should  show  a great 
saving  in  mileage  and  time. 

Over  the  last  fev/  months  of  the  year  not  a Public  Health 
meeting  has  passed  without  some  reference  to  the  Bonus  Scheme  introduced 
in  October,  It  is  unfortunate  that  the  Scheme,  which  for  its  success 
depends  on  the  use  of  cesspool  emptiers  without  mates,  should  have  upset 
the  Trade  Union,  The  objects  of  the  Council*  s action  are  to  increase 
the  pay  packet  of  the  Scavenging  employee,  show  a savirg  for  the 
ratepayer  and  at  the  same  time  make  better  use  of  manpower,  the  latter 
being  in  ansv7er  to  an  appeal  from  the  Government,  You  are  all  familiar 
with  the  details  and  the  actions  that  have  been  taken  in  various 
quarters.  Some  minor  alterations  are  required  and  will  be  reported 
to  you  in  March,  I966  along  with  the  views  of  the  employees,  if 
forthcoming.  Probably  by  that  date  some  decision  will  have  been

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arrived  at  by  the  Joint  Industrial  Counoll. 

As  a tailpiece  to  this  section  it  is  pleasing  to  report  that 
cesspool  enptiers  are  now  exempt  from  licence  duty* 

Pail  Emptying 

With  the  introduction  of  the  Bonus  Scheme  the  pail  emptying 
rounds  were  telescoped  from  four  into  three  days  so  releasing  the 
vehicle  for  cesspool  emptying. 

The  reduction  in  the  number  of  pail  closets  has  slowed  down 
considerably  due  to  the  lack  of  drainage  schemes  and  reduced  house 
improvement  schemes  . There  are  approximately  46O  houses  relying 
on  chemical  or  pail  closets  so  we  still  have  a long  way  to  go  before 
all  our  ratepayers  are  enjoying  water  borne  sanitation,  many  by  that 
time  will  probably  be  a llrs.  1970  and  enjoying  central  heading J 

Fiefuse  Collection 
Paper  Sacks 


Apart  from  the  introduction  of  the  Bonus  Scheme  which  a';  so 
affects  the  staff  engaged  on  this  service  the  year  also  saw  a start 
on  the  introduction  of  paper  sacks . As  you  know  for  mony  years  I 
have  held  the  opinion  that  there  was  a great  future  in  this  idea  and 
I received  your  instructions  to  institute  a 'pilot  scheme'  with  great 
pleasure.  This  report  is  being  written  at  a tinie  when  it  has  been 
decided  to  extend  the  scheme  in  1966  to  approximately  half  of  the 
district  now  on  a kerb  side  collection. 

The  smoothness  by  which  the  'pilot  scheme'  vjas  introduced  and 
has  operated  exceeded  my  expectations.  A lot  of  clerical  work  was 
involved  in  preparing  lists  of  properties  in  street  order,  the 
sending  out  of  circular  letters  and  fixing  instructions  and  handling 
enquiries  re  deliver^'-  dates,  removal  of  old  refuse  containers,  etc. 
Delivery  of  units  to  the  individual  properties  v/as  mdertaken  on 
different  dates  partly  by  our  own  transport  and  labour  to  the 
outlying  areas  but  mainly  by  the  manufacturers  in  Northern  Ireland . 

The  large  vehicle,  loaded  with  some  6OO  \mits  which  arrived,  adm'lttedly 
a day  too  early,  completed  its  task  with  the  help  of  all  the  manueil 
assistance  that  we  could  offer.  The  sacks  were  left  on  the  same 
date  that  the  final  kerb  side  collection  was  made.  The  first 
collection  day  over  ran  its  schedule  and  this  necessitated  some  minor 
adjustments  to  two  of  the  rounds.  The  collectors  also  had  to  appreciate 
that  in  the  built-up  areas  it  was  important  for  them  not  to  keep  waiting 
for  the  vehicle  to  catch  them  up  as  this  caused  bunching  end  delays , 

The  scheme  has  now  settled  down  and  apart  from  the  odd  property  which 
occasionally  is  missed  appears  to  be  working  smoothly. 
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Refuse  Collection 
Paper  Sacks 

There  have  been  ird.nor  snags  and  there  are  a number  of  peojjle 
who  don’t  like  any  change,  especially  if  it  means  an  increase  in  the 
Rates,  I believe  however,  based  on  visits,  meetings  and  spot  checks, 
that  a good  90?^  of  the  residents  in  the  ’pilot  scheme’  area  are 
generally  in  favour  and  would  not  welcome  a return  to  the  weekly  chore 
of  getting  the  dustbin  out  to  the  kerbside  in  time.  The  householder 
who  compla.ins  of  additional  cost  should  realise  tha-t  over  a long  tern 
period  he  is  getting  good  value  for  money  as  the  extra  payments  for  a 
back  door  collection  plus  the  outlay  for  refuse  containers  w'ould 
probably  exceed  the  extra  rate  recovered  for  this  service.  In  fact 
in  looking  through  some  Minutes  of  the  1930 ’s  I noted  with  interest 
that  this  Council  use  to  charge  61,  a week  for  a back  door  collection 
alone,  since  when  labour  costs  have  risen  considerably. 

As  far  as  the  industry  are  concerned  great  efforts  are  being 
made  to  eyjpand  and  to  reduce  costs  as  far  as  possible.  The  one  ply 
sack,  the  plastic  sack,  and  a combination  of  the  two,  are  undergoing 
trials  in  order  to  combat  rising  paper  costs,

Further  re  routing  and  the  purchase  of  our  second  compression 
type  refuse  vehicle  has  helped  to  offset  the  increase  and  the  spare 
vehicle  is  now  in  use  for  part  of  the  week.  The  latest  vehicle  jjj 
the  fleet  is  now  capable  of  carrying  40  cu.  yds,  of  refuse  compressed 
into  25  cu,  yds.  Although  the  initial  outla^y,  maintenance  and 
liceiising  costs  are  much  greater  the  saving  in  mileage  and  labour 
in  making  many  trips  to  the  tip  easily  offsets  this  expenditure.  It 
is  not  possible  to  use  any  further  large  compression  machines  to 
advantage  but  during  196?  an  old  10  cu,  yd,  side  loader  could  be 
replaced  by  a smaller  compression  vehicle  capable  of  carrying  double 
this  amount,  A demonstration  during  the  summer  on  a very  rural  round 
showed  the  great  advantages  to  be  gained. 

Salvage 

Although  the  bonus  scheme  will  take  a great  bite  out  of  the 
income  for  waste  paper  (a  saving  in  manpower  greater  than  this  loss  is 
shovrn  on  the  operation  of  cesspool  emptiers)  it  is  encouraging  to  note

•the  great  increase  in  tonnage  as  compared  with  last  year-  There  is  also 
a drive  to  increase  the  amount  forwarded  to  the  mills  and  consequently

Disposal  continues  to  be  the  major  problem  to  resolve.  Many 
reports  have  been  presented  in  connection  with  the  disposal  of  cesspool 
contents  and  the  position  to  date  is  that  apart  fi-om  one  or  two  small 
private  tipping  areas  serfage  has  now  to  be  transported  to  Yfestbere, 
Oldridge  or  limited  amounts  at  Gravel  Castle,  Barham.  Once  again  the 
answer  lies  in  the  provision  of  the  ITailbourne  and  Chartha,m  main 
drainage  schemes. 

As  for  refuse,  ample  tipping  areas  are  available  in  the 
northern  half  of  the  district  but  attempts  to  find  suitable  areas  In 
the  southern  half  have  more  or  less  failed.  So  many  requirements  have 
to  be  met  when  considering  this  matter  including  life  of  tip,  avail- 
ability of  covering  material,  distance  from  road,  type  of  access, 
proximity  to  habita.ble  dwellings,  presence  of  water  gathering  grounds 
etc.  Ylhen  all  or  most  of  these  requirements  have  been  met  the  owners

consent  is  still  required  and  that  has  on  more  than  one  occasion  been 
withdrawn  following  pressure  from  other  residents.  At  the  time  of 
preparing  this  Report  the  Council  are  still  awaiting  a decision  on 
a planning  application  lodged  last  June  to  fill  up  a small  chalk  hole 
just  outside  Bossingham,  The  County  Council  propose  after  consulting 
with  the  Mid  Kent  Water  Co,  and  River  Board  to  attach  some  -veirf  onerous 
conditions  as  underl- 
ie The  removal  of  all  refuse  and  vegetation  at  present

The  reasons  for  (l  and  2)  are  to  prevent  contamination  of  undergro- 
water  supplies  in  an  area  where  the  construction  of  septic  tanks  is  allowed 
and  (3)  to  prevent  unauthorised  tipping,  Yfhich  is  contraiy  to  your  wi.sh 
for  tips  to  remain  open  whenever  possible  to  prevent  dumping  of  litter. 

The  cost  of  complying  with  these  conditions  alone  makes  the  job 
of  filling  up  such  a small  chalk  hole  most  uneconomical  and  unless  there 
is  some  new  thinking  this  Council  will  be  faced  v/ith  long  hauls  of  refuse 
or  the  provision  of  incineration  or  pulverisation  plant. 

WATER  SUPPLY 


There  have  been  no  further  water  main  extensions,  in  fact  it 
is  now  virtually  impossible  to  provide  any  of  the  remaining  properties 
with  a mains  supply  at  reasonable  expense.  There  have  been  no  complaints 
regarding  quality  or  quantity  but  where  necessary  routine  samples  have 
been  taken  from  wells  or  rain  w'ater  tanks. 

Routine  testing  of  swimming  pools  has  continued.  Half  of  the 
samples  taken  were  satisfactory  and  as  a result  one  school  is  shortly 
to  provide  an  improved  type  of  filter. 

Statistics  regarding  sampling  are  contained  at  the  end  of  this 

report . 


MOVEABLE  DWELLINGS 

In  view  of  the  slow  progress  in  improving  living  conditions 
at  the  two  sites  in  Broad  Oak  some  pressure  ywis  applied  on  both  owners 
at  the  beginning  of  the  year.  In  one  case  legal  action  was  talcen  and

life.  Conditions  on  both  sites  are  now  at  a much  higher  standard  although 
the  licence  conditions  have  not  yet  been  fully  complied  Tath . PraDriage 
still  presents  problems  and  both  owners  are  having  to  ivin  their  own 
tankers  pending  the  delayed  main  drainage  scheme. 

No  serious  complaints  have  been  received  in  respect  of  any 
other  site.  The  planning  situation  with  regard  to  bbodlands,  Blean 
could  well  be  resolved  in  1966  ¥/hen  it  will  be  possible  to  issue  a 
licence  more  in  keeping  with  the  present  day  situation. 

RELENT  CONTEO  L 


The  number  of  infestations  reported  and  treated  was  much  lower 
than  in  1964  this  being  due  to  two  reasons,  the  first  that  the  v/inter 
build  up  of  these  pests  wxs  not  as  great  as  the  previous  year  and 
secondly  due  to  the  Rodent  operator  being  sick  for  some  weeks. 

In  order  to  overcome  this  latter  problem  a further  Rodent 
Operator  has  been  trained  at  a Ministry  Course  and  is  availabJ.e  to 
help  I, dr.  Vinten  when  required. 

OFFICES,  SHOES ANP  RAILY/AY  PREMISES  ACT 

The  number  of  premises  registered  under  this  Act  rose  during 
the  year  to  77  us  compared  with  59  last  year.  The  increase  wa,s  due 
mainly  to  the  inspection  of  premises  bringing  unregistered  shops  and 
catering  premises  to  light . The  total  number  of  persons  employed  in  all 
registered  premises  rose  correspondingly  from  209  to  280. 

Inspections  of  premises  has  continued  and  a total  of  107  visits 
made.  Fortunately  there  have  been  no  accidents  reported  under  the  Act  a/ad 
it  is  assumed  that  this  is  so  and  not  due  to  ignorance  of  the  require- - 
ment  of  the  Act  which  makes  all  accidents  causing  an  employee  to  be 
absent  from  work  for  three  days  to  be  notified  to  the  Local  Authority <• 

in  August  the  Ministry  issued  a Circular  asking  all  Local 
Authorities  to  pay  special  attention  to  the  lighting  of  premises  during 
the  last  three  months  of  the  year  and  that  a survey  of  office  lighting 
be  carried  out  during  November.  This  survey  has  been  carried  out  by  the 
department  and  the  following  information  requested  by  the  Ministry 
obtained : - 

(l ) Lighting  in  public  areas  in  shops  is  generally  of  a high 
standard  though  in  some  rural  shops  this  is  not  so,  the 
use  of  filament  bulbs  of  high  wattage  still  being  preferred 
to  the  more  economical  fluorescent  tubes.  Store-rooms  and 
passages  are  usually  under  lighted  in  both  offices  and  shops 
probably  because  staff  are  not  alv/ays  working  there.

(2)  Some  typical,  examples  of  unsatisfactory  lighting  a.re  as 

follows . 

(a)  the  store-room  of  a village  store  with  a staircase 
leading  up  to  another  store  gave  a light  reading  of 
4 lumens  per  sq.ft,  vdth  all  lights  on  in  day-light 

(h)  the  store-room  of  a grocers  shop  gave  a reading  of  6 
lumens  in  the  day  time 

(c)  a greengrocers  shop  where  no  reading  over  8 lumens  was 
obtained  from  the  artificial  lighting 

(d)  the  passage  leading  to  a cloalcroom  in  a builders  office 
with  no  a.rtificial  lighting  at  all 

(e)  a grocers  shop  in  which  no  reading  over  6 lumens  was 
obtained  in  any  part  of  the  shop  or  store-room,  idth  all 
lights  on  in  the  day  time. 

(3)  In  the  absence  of  any  regulations  of  lighting  it  is  di.fficult 
to  persuade  employers  that  their  standard  of  lighting  is  low  but  an 
unofficial  standard  of  between  20  and  30  lumens  per  sq.  fto  for  offices 
and  shops  has  been  used  with  some  limited  success. 

(4)  IMo  cases  of  glare  have  yet  been  observed  though  calculation 
of  the  glare  index  has  not  yet  been  carried  out  in  any  premises. 

With  regard  to  offices  the  information  required  by  the  Ministry 
of  a cross  section  of  property  is  as  set  out  in  the  table  below.  It  is 
pointed  out  that  the  number  shovai  under  each  category  does  not  refer  to 
premises  but  to  working  points  i.e.  the  desks,  filing  cabinets  etc.  the 
reason  for  this  is  that  it  is  possible  to  obtain  a higher  reading  at  one 
desk  in  an  office  than  at  another  desk  in  the  same  room.

The  action  taken,  however,  has  only  scratched  at  the  surface  and  it  is 
still  necessary  to  clear  the  major  eyesores  in  an  attempt  to  discoura.go 
people  adding  to  them. 

There  have  8.1so  heen  many  discussions  on  abandoned  cars  and  xhs 
matter  has  still  to  he  resolved.  The  problem  in  Bridge-Blean  has  non  been 
a major  one  hut  obviously  this  state  of  affairs  cannot  be  ejq)ected  to  Lasto 

Tru.rik  Road  Sanitation 

A much  needed  service,  namely  the  provision  of  sanitary 
accomm.odo„tion  on  main  traffic  routes  begins  to  take  shape.  Kent  was 
one  of  four  chosen  areas  for  experimental  sanitation  and  it  was  possible 
that  Barham  would  have  been  one  of  the  sites  on  the  A,  2,  Unfortunately, 
the  County  dillied  and  dallied  for  some  considerable  period  before 
making  a decision  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  monies  earmarked  by 
the  Ministry  of  Transpoft  haven' t been  reallocated  elsewhere.  The 
County  Councils  idea  of  using  accommodation  provided  at  garages 
and  licensed  premiises  etc.  which  has  been  done  by  many  i^uthoritles 
including  our  own,  would  not  solve  the  real  need. 

If  there  is  any  doubt  that  the  provision  of  such  accommodation 
is  unnecessary  or  would  not  prevent  nuisances  securing  at  lay~by' s

who  lia.ve  provided  this  ssr'vlce  nean:  Oxford,  would  soon  dispel  these  fears,. 
According  to  the  v/riter  such  facilities  have  "been  'widely  used  and.  even 
attracted  people  to  use  the  area  for  picnicking^  It  is  therefore  important 
to  provide  ample  pa.rking.  Surprisirigly  vandalism  is  very  low  but 
maintenance  costs  high  mainly  due  to  the  need  for  con-stant  cesspool 
emptying..

There  have  beSn  the  usual  routine  visits  in  respect  of  the 
Factories  and  Shops  Act,  inspection  of  unfit  food,  hop  pickers  huts, 
a.gricultural  workplaces  and  a whole  host  of  minor  acts  and  regula.tionso 
Y/e  have  also  had  harking  dogs  at  Tyler  Hill,  m.anure  at  Hoaoh,  smoke 
and  noise  in  Yfesthere  all  necessitating  visits  at  all  hours  in  an 
effort  to  judge  the  complaint  and.  take  v/hat  action  possible  in  order  to 
try  and  satisfy  both  sides.
